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The Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act 
and Regulations (TDG regulations) are 
designed to promote public safety when 
moving dangerous goods in, to and from 
Canada. The regulations establish safety 
requirements for the handling, offering for 
transport and transporting of dangerous 
goods and provide mechanisms for com- 
municating the degree and the nature of the 
danger involved in any consignment. 


This publication provides general information 
on the special requirements for exporters 
and importers of dangerous goods to or from 
Canada under the TDG regulations. Accom- 
panying leaflets provide information on the 
requirements for the domestic portion of a 
consignment of dangerous goods that is 
international or transborder. 


Definitions 


An international consignment means a 
consignment that is transported between 
Canada and another country by aircraft or by 
ship. 


A transborder consignment means a consign- 
ment of dangerous goods that is transported 
between Canada and the United States by 
road or rail. 


Registration 


Every Canadian manufacturer and importer 
of dangerous goods that are moved in bulk or 
in quantities exceeding 500 kg must register 
with the Director General, Transport 
Dangerous Goods Directorate, Transport 
Canada. The information must be provided 
every five years or once every calendar year 
in which there is a change in the information 
previously submitted. 


The importer must provide the name and 
address of his or her head office, the type of 
business conducted and an indication of the 
class or classes of dangerous goods involved. 
Also included in the registration must be the 
address of each branch office and a list of all 
means of transport used to move the danger- 
ous goods. The registration form must be 
signed and show the position, address and 
telephone number of the person who signs 
the form. 


The registration form can be found in 
Schedule IX of the regulations and is avail- 
able from the Transport Canada addresses 
listed at the end of this publication. 


The requirement for registration does NOT 
apply to: 


LU importers of dangerous goods in Class 1 — 
Explosives or in Class 7 — Radioactive 
materials if they hold a license issued under 
the Explosives Act or the Atomic Energy 
Control Act respectively; or 


LO importers of pesticides if the pesticides 
have been registered pursuant to the Pest 
Control Products Act. 


Classifying Dangerous Goods 


Canadian manufacturers and importers are 
responsible for ensuring that the dangerous 
goods being handled, offered for transport or 
transported in Canada are properly classified 
in accordance with Part Ill — Classification 
of the TDG regulations OR in accordance 
with the International Maritime Dangerous 
Goods Code (IMDG) or the International Civil 
Aviation Organization Technical Instructions 
(ICAO Technical Instructions) as allowed by 
exemptions in the TDG regulations. 


Class 6.2 Infectious Substances 


Importers or exporters should make special 
note that infectious substances included in 
Division 2 of Class 6 shall NOT be offered for 
transport unless: 


LJ the consignor has received notification 
from the consignee that receipt of the goods 
is not prohibited by law at the point of desti- 
nation OR in any country through which the 
goods may transit; and 


LI he or she notifies the consignee of the date 
of shipment, expected arrival, means of trans- 
port and the identification number of the 
shipping document.

Class 7 Radioactive Material 


When Class 7 Radioactive material is being 
transported, the consignor must attach to the 
shipping document a copy of any applicable 
endorsement of a foreign certificate or 
similar document issued by a competent 
authority in a foreign country, pursuant to the 
Transport Packaging of Radioactive Material 
Regulations. 


Wastes 


No person shall export or import a consign- 
ment or a series of consignments of danger- 
ous goods that are wastes for the purpose of 
disposal unless he provides at least 60 days 
notice in writing to the Director General, 
Transport Dangerous Goods Directorate, 
Transport Canada. 


The notice must set out: 


XO the names and addresses of the consignor, 
the consignee and the carrier along with the 
telephone number of the consignor, 


0 a description of the packaging; 


XO approximate date of the transportation of 
each consignment; 


0 the name of each province and foreign 
country through which each consignment is 
to be transported; 


O the Customs Office of entry into or exit 
from Canada and each country through 
which the consignment is transported; and 


0 a statement confirming that arrangements 
have been made to receive and dispose of 
the consignment. 


When the wastes contain polychlorinated 
biphenyls (PIN 2315), the consignor must, in 
addition to the 60 day notice, notify the 
Director General, Transport Dangerous 
Goods Directorate, Transport Canada, at 
least seven days before each consignment 
(other than the first consignment) is to be 
exported or imported. 


A copy of either of these notifications must 
also be provided to the Director of Waste 
Management Branch, Environment Canada, 
Ottawa. 


As well, an exporter or importer, as a con- 
signor or consignee, must ensure that a 
copy of the waste manifest is forwarded to 
the Minister of the Environment of the 
Government of Canada as prescribed in the 
regulations. 


The only time these notifications or waste 
manifest copies are not required, is if the 
article or substance as listed in List | or List Il 
of Schedule II has a special provision number 
37 beside it in column IV. 


Schedule XI! Dangerous Goods 


When you are exporting or importing those 
dangerous goods, in quantities as set out in 
Schedule XIl of the regulations, you must file, 
or cause to be filed, a summary of an emer- 
gency response assistance plan. This 
summary must be filed with the Director 
General, Transport Dangerous Goods 
Directorate, Transport Canada. The summary 
of the plan must include the following infor- 
mation, as applicable: 


(a) the name and address of the agent, if any; 

(b) a brief description of the emergency 
response capability; 

(c) certification that an emergency response 
capability exists; 

(d) a brief description of the means by which 
the plan can be activated; 

(e) the name, address, telephone number, 
function and signature of the person 
submitting the summary of the plan; and 

(f) the name of the person on whose behalf 

the summary of a plan is filed. 


Upon receipt of the summary, the Director 
General will assign to the filer of the sum- 
mary a Transport Canada reference number 
for the plan. 


Appointment of an Agent 


Although it is not the responsibility of a 
Canadian exporter or importer, the require- 
ment for the appointment of an agent may be 
of interest. 


The regulations require that anyone who is 
not a resident of Canada or whose chief 
place of business or headquarters is outside 
of Canada must appoint an agent if the 
person wishes to handle, offer for transport 
or transport certain dangerous goods within 
Canada. The agent appointed must have his 
or her chief place of business or head office 
in Canada. Notice of the appointment of an 
agent must be filed with the Director General, 
Transport Dangerous Goods Directorate, 
Transport Canada. The notice must include 
the name and address of the agent and proof 
of his or her willingness to act as such. 


The dangerous goods to which the appoint- 
ment of an agent applies include: 


0 fissile materials of Class 7 — Radioactive 
materials, 


UO) waste goods of Class 7, and 


CO) any dangerous goods that are set out in 
Schedule XII of the TDG regulations in any 
quantities if they are infectious substances, 
Or in quantities in excess of 5,000 kg or litres 
net per consignment of the other listed 
dangerous goods. 


This publication provides general 
information only.
